This  year  at  Quincy  High  School  many  things 
occured  for  the  first  time:  the  Center  for  Technical 
Education  and  the  high  school  were  united,  a 
Pride  Week  was  established,  and  members  of 
QHS,  and  their  families,  hosted  members  of  the 
Angarsk  Chorus  for  a  night. 

A  chorus  of  32  voices  from  Angarsk,  Siberia, 
USSR  toured  MA  and  NH  for  a  total  of  1 5  days, 
April  2  3 -May  7,  1991.  The  chorus  was  composed 
of  3 1  girls  and  1  boy,  and  ranged  in  ages  from 
12-26  years  old.  The  choir  prepared  for  a  full  year 
to  perform  in  the  US,  and  it  showed.  The  only 
word  to  describe  the  quality  of  their  work  is 
angelic.  The  choir,  with  the  help  of  piano 
accompaniment,  performed  a  combination  of 
religious  and  folk  songs.  The  folk  songs  used 
voice-produced  sound  effeas  to  relate  tales  of 
animals  and  family  life  in  their  Siberian 
homeland. 

The  chorus  was  received  by  their  host  families 
on  Thursday  night  in  the  Three  Seasons 
Restaurant  where  there  was  a  reception  dinner. 
The  chorus  departed  from  there  to  perform  in 
concert  that  night  in  the  NQHS  auditorium. 
After  a  delightful  show,  the  Soviet  students  went 
home  with  their  host  families.  There  were  7 
families  from  QHS  who  graciously  hosted  a  choral 
member  for  the  night.  The  next  morning  the 
chorus  returned  to  the  high  school  with  their  host 
to  tour  the  landmarks  of  Quincy  and  meet  the 
Mayor.  In  the  afternoon  the  itinerary  consisted  of 
shopping!  The  members  of  the  Angarsk  Chorus 
and  student/ teacher  chaperones  made  a  trip  to 
Quincy  Center.  When  everyone  arrived  back  at 
the  high  school,  the  students  who  were  hosts  to 
the  Soviet  students  sadly  watched  as  their  new 
friends  departed  to  continue  with  their  tour. 

The  majority  of  the  chorus  spoke  no  English. 
Communication  was  based  soley  on  the  translation 
papers  that  were  provided.  Even  then, 
conversation  consisted  of  pointing  to  words  and 
trying  to  make  phrases  out  of  them.  The  whole 
event  was  a  learning  experience  that  soon  won't 
be  forgotten.  The  most  important  lesson  was  that 
no  matter  what  nationality  you  are  or  what 
language  you  speak,  we  are  all  united  in  song.

The  sculpture  that  is  affeaionately  known  as  the 
"Pony"  was  by  an  artist  named  Syrus  Dallins. 
Dallins  had  been  commissioned  by  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts  to  create  an  appropriate  cast  bronze  statue 
for  the  museum  entrance.  In  the  process,  Dallins 
created  eight  plaster  models  which  were  sold  after 
his  death.  Our  original  version  was  purchased  with  a 
sum  of  money  left  by  the  class  of  1924. 

Over  the  years,  the  statue  has  been  damaged 
accidentally  and  vandalized  on  numerous  occasions. 
In  1969,  a  fund  drive  was  held  to  purchase  and 
restore  a  second  plaster  model. 

In  1972  the  Pony  was  moved  from  the  lobby  to 
the  lobby  window.  The  Friends  for  a  Better  QHS 
have  since  created  the  Pride  Room,  a  fitting  back- 
drop for  the  symbol  of  QHS  pride. 
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Edward  Nankin  has  come  to  the  end  of  a  long  and  illustrious  career  at  Quincy 
High  School.  He  began  as  a  teacher,  teaching  both  English  and  social  studies  before 
eventually  moving  into  guidance.  He  served  as  head  counselor  for  many  years,  and  just 
last  year  was  promoted  once  again  to  director  of  pupil  personnel  services. 

Mr.  Nankin  made  it  an  obsession  to  assist  QHS  students  in  the  college  admissions 
process.  Our  thanks  and  appreciation  are  offered  to  Mr.  Nankin.
